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JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices by the present (French) mail are of no later data 
than those received by the Pacific mail on the 7th inst., and pub- 
lished in our last issue. The Pacific mail steamer Japan arrived 
at San Francisco on the 27th ult. with advices from this port to 
the 6th June, and the following items of news have been teie- 
graphed — } 

An insurrection has taken place in the'small town of Bihuzon, 
about 100 miles from Nagasaki. The insurgents muster 50,000 
strong. They have captured the fortress Fihudho, where the 
Government authorities were residing. They. burnt every build- 
ing, thereby destroying the lives of all the Government officials, 
with the exception of three, who found means to escape to Sagu. 
An official circular, issued by the authorities at Nagasaki, says 
that the insurrection is one of the rural population against the 
townspeople, or of farmers against merchants. The peasants 
have conquered the Castle of Enukuska, the seat of the Provin- 
cial Government, and burnt all official buildiugs, the Govern- 
ment offices and archives, and also the houses of all those towns- 

ople who refused to join them. The poles of the land telegraph 
have been cut down and the line disturbed. The strength of 
the insurgents is put at 50,000 men, but few of them have arms, 
and no danger is feared for Nagasaki. 

The plan of an elective Parliament like that of England has 
failed. A Legislative Congress takes its place, ‘ 

The Mikado has ordered the rebuilding of the palace to be 
suspended, on account of the embarrassments of the Government. 

Of the eight educational districts only one has a superin- 
tendent. Superintendents have not yet been appointed for the 
others. 

The native papers are calling for the establishment of a lunatic 
and foundling asylum. 


NAGASAKI. 
Dates from this port extend to the 22nd May; the French 
mail from London, March 23, was received on the 14th May. 
The Nagasaki Express gives the following items of news :— 


A Naval Court has been held by Mr. Flowers, H.B.M.’s Consul, 
with Captains Grange and Cheetham as Assessors, into the con- 
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duet of Captain Chesterman, whilst in charge of the steamboat 
Sitp, on her passage from Kobe to Shanghai. The Court were 
unanimously of opinion that during the voyage in question 
Captain Chesterman constantly abused his authority and acted 
ii the most tyrannical manner towards the European portion of 
th: crew—that he twice disrated the mate without having any 
ca ‘se for so doing—that throughout the voyage he constantly 
u terly neglected the interests of the ship and owners, frequently 
ai-horing without having any reason whatsoever for doing so, 
and at times when both wind and tide were favourable for the 
continuance of the voyage ; that he avowedly did so in order to 
prolong the voyage, with a view to the increase of his own wages. 
The Court therefore sentenced Captain Chesterman to be dis- 
missed the ship, and to have his certificate cancelled. 

An unfortunate accident has oecurred at the Takasima Col- 
lieries. It appears that while the Europeans were at tiffin, the 
Japanese workmen were employed in changing the shift in the 
No, 2 shaft, when a portion of the roof between the five feet and 
ten feet scams gave way. A large quantity of water from the 
tirst-named seam, which had accumulated, owing to it not having 
heen worked for several years past, broke in and swept many of 
the workpeople down the dip drives, aud we are sorry to say 
that five women and a boy have been found buried among the 
timbers and coal which have been carried down by the water. 
Two more women are reported missing, and it is feared that they 
have also met with their deaths, The accident, although a very 
sudden one, has not caused any serious loss to the property. We 
understand that very little damage has been done, and the water 
has not only been stopped, but the mine was entirely pumped 
out in about half an hour or so after the accident, aud work pro- 
gresses as heretofore. 

From the north we learn that differences of opinion on certain 
subjects of importance have Jed to the resignation of several 
members of the Government. We have not heard what the par- 
ticular subjects of disagreement are, but with the articles of the 
new Treaty under discussion, besides acts for local government 
and taxation before them, it is not to be wondered at that differ- 
ences should have arisen at this time. 

A Cantonese Celestial, named Sew-nang, who is connected 
with Messrs. Ceanpseng and Co., general storekecpers in this 
settlement, has applied to the native authorities for permission 
to enter inte aimatrimonial alliance with a Japanese youns lady, 
mmnved Omio, No reply willbe given until the Saga authorities 
Jiave been communicated with, but it is expected that permission 
will he granted to enable this interesting event to take place. 

A regatta comprising cleven eveuts came off on the 10th May, 
and occasioned considerable interest among the residents. The 
weather was fine, the competition spirited, and the prizes liberal. 

The Rev. Henderson) Burnside, the officiating minister of the 
British Episcopal Church at this port, has een presented with 
a testimonial to mark the esteem and respect in which he is held 
by all classes of the community. 

A Chinaman named Tai-Cheong has been mulcted in the sum 
of twenty-tive dollars hy the Japanese authorities, for storing a 
Jarver quantity of kerosine oil on his premises than is allowed 
hy the municipal regulations, 

The amount of duty collected by the Customs authorities at 
this port on exports and imports in April last is stated by the 
Mieypesth? Shinbun to be 810,765.25, 

We understand that the Government are about to introduce a 
tax upon house property at this port, which is to be about one 
pes cent. on the estimated value, and to be assessed annually.

SHANGHAT, 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 25th 
May ; the P. and QO. mail from London, April 4, arrived out 
on the 17th, and the following French mail of April 11 on the 
23rd May. The following items of news are from the orth 
China Herald :-- 

The Shanghai Athletic Sports have come off very successfully, 
the weather being splendidly fine. The band of the U.N.S. 
Hertford was on the ground, and a very large number of spec- 
tators. 7 

A motion has been heard in the Supreme Court for a new 
trial of the case Milsom and Tod x. the Hong Kong and Shang- 
hii Bank. ‘This was refused. Application was then made for 
leave to appeal against this decision. 

The new hail of the Shanghai Marine Temperance Society has 
been inaugurated by an opening mecting, which went off with 
great success. Admiral Shadwell was called to the chair, and 
made a few remarks of a congratulatory and encouraging nature, 
in which he was supplemented by Admiral Jenkins. A recita- 
tion by Mr. G. Pauncefort and addresses by the President of the 
Society, Mr. Blethen, and hy the Rev. Mr. Nelson, were also 
given, and the intervals filled up by songs from the choral 
section of the society and the excellent music of the //urtford’s 
band. ‘The prosramme lasted about two hours, and atlorded a 
crowded andience much gratification. 

The S.8.N. Company and the China Coast §.N. Company 
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have agreed to reduce the rate of foreign passage to and from 
Chefoo and Tientsin, on the 1st June next, as follows :—To 
Chefoo Tls. 20, return ticket Tls. 30 ; to Tientsin Tls. 30, return 
ticket 50. un 

Messis. Lane, Crawford, and Co. have sold by auction, for Tls. 
345, the wreck of a junk called the Kootafah, which was sunk on 
the 2nd March by collision with the steamer Appin. The junk 
was lying at anchor at Woosung with a full cargo for Tientsin. 
The usual doubt arose as to liability—the junk affirming she was 
anchored on the eastern side with lights burning, the Appin de- 
claring she was in the fairway. The matter was, we understand, 
referred to arbitrators, and given against the Appin. It is worth 
noticing that the junk was built in water-tight compartments—a 
comparatively recent invention in western shipbuilding, but which 
is traditional in China. The blow by the Appin smashed her 
forepart, and so wrenched the afterpart as to cause the compart- 
ments to leak; but they held out sufficiently long to enable 
her to drift across the river to the shallow water, where she now 
lies. 

The Glengyle arrived from Hankow early on the 22nd May, 
with 500 tous of new tea for the 0.0.8. Ulysses, which went to 
Woosung to meet her. The tea was rapidly transhipped, and 
the Ulysses left on the 23rd. The P. and O. steamer Venetia, 
with a full cargo of new tea, will get away in a few days. 

At the Russian Consulate, on May 23, Paul Lass and P. Ma- 
ninasky, two Russian seamen, were charged, the former with 
being drunk and the latter with assaulting the police, in Hong- 
kew. Lass was sentenced to two days’, and Maninasky to seven 
days’ imprisonment ; and the latter is further restricted from 
coming on shore under a penalty of $3. 

We have to acknowledge a little book containing two Chinese 
poems, entitled the “ San-tzu-ching, or Three-character Classic ” 
and the “Chien-tsu-wen, or Thousand-character Essay,” translated 
by Mr. Herbert A. Giles, of H.B.M. Consular Service. We 
have also received a pamphlet containing two poems with the 
rather quaint titles of “ Fanning a Grave,” and “The Wife 
Tested,” by Mr. G. C. Stent. In the first, a Chinese gentleman 
named Chuang finds a widow fanning her husband’s grave. She 
had promised ‘him she would not marry again till the earth on it 
was dry, and she was trying to hasten the process. It occurred 
to Mr. Chuang that his own wife would not be even so patient 
in the event of his death ; so he went home and shammed death. 
Being skilled in magic, he gets out of his coffin atthe end of a 
day and a half and appears under another figure, as his wife’s 
suitor, She at once accepts and marries him. The denouement 
is rather amusing. 

The Peking Gazette of the 1st and 2nd May contains further 
references to the subjugation of Yunan. In the latter, the 
CGoverner petitions that, “as the province is now tranquillised,” 
the literary examinations may be again held. Without assuming 
the restoration of perfect tranquillity, we may assume that the 
Mahomedan power is at last really crushed, and the authority 
of the Emperor restored. 

The Taoutai of Ningpo has, at the instance of his colleague of 
Shanghai, issued a lengthy proclamation embodying the letter 
of the Lyons Silk Association, pointing out the frauds of the 
silkmen in the interior in the way of packing, mixing, adulterat- 
ing, &c., and the evils flowing therefrom, and calling on them 
to mend their ways. It may not have much effect, but it shows 
that the mandarins are not utterly neglectful of their duty in 
the way of supplying the want of a native press and disseminat- 
ing useful information. 

The annual meeting of the land renters of Kiukiang has been 
held, and the proceedings present a great contrast with the elabo- 
rate debates held here. There were only six persons present 
besides the Consul. The municipal accounts showed a deficit of 
Tls. 32.72, after an expenditure of Tls. 835.98, but this was 
caused by exceptional expenditure, and entails no increase in 
taxation. . 

The Japanese Admiral arrived at BitWanetans on the llth 
May, in his pinnace, the frigate remaining outside for want of 
water on the bar. There have been two Japanese merchants in 


| Newchang all the winter, and the Admiral is said to have come 


to visit them. This condescension implies such a remarkable 
change of ideas, that it is suggested they may have gone to 
Newchwang rather to take notes. 

The Tientsin races came off on the 8th, 9th, and 10th May. 
Rain fell on the afternoon of the 7th, but all the race days were 
fine, and the course was in good order. A spot six miles from 
the Settlement was selected for the course, the old racecourse 
being under water ; and the number of Chinese spectatogs was, 
in consequence, unusually small. an 

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) : 
Smanenat, May 24. 

The sensation telegram forwarded to The Times, and published 
in that paper, had no foundation in fact. There have been ru- 
mours frequently that the Audience Question was settled. It is 
true the Emperor issued an Edict that the foreign Ministers 


were to be admitted té an audience, and that the ceremony to 
be observed should be arranged by the Tsung-li-Yamen. bis 
was simply postponing it to the Greek Kalends, as anything re- 


ferred to the Foreign Board goes to that limbo from which nothing 
ever returns. The foreign Ministers, individually or collectively, 
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are powerless to extract any concession from the Chinese Govern- 
ment without force at their back. If any proof of this were still 
wanting it ee> be found in the effect produced by the appearance 
of two Japatese men-of-war in the Gulf of Pechilee. Although 
they drew too much water to get nearer than ten or eleven miles 
outside the Taku Forts, their presence has caused quite an ex- 
citement amongst the Chinese authorities, who have marched 
down in the night-time no less than 30,000 troops, who are placed 
in entrenched camps about twelve miles inside the Taku Forts. 
They have also built at the same place a fort commanding the 
river, mounting fifty large guns. This fort was erected behind 
some trees, where it could not be seen from the river, and was 
only accidentally discovered by an officer on his return by land 
from reconnoitring the camps recently formed. It may be ar- 
gued that this display of power was intended to stave off the 
Audience Question, but the belief at Tientsin is that the Chinese 
are really afraid of the Japanese, who they know can fight, and 
the Japanese Minister openly states that if his demands are not 
complied with he will tight. He also intends to insist on an 
audience on his own account, and entirely unconuected with the 
other foreign Ministers. The Chinese Government have got to 
believe that the foreign Governments will not use force to back 
up their demands, which brings matters to a dead lock. The 
sung-li-Yamen have decided that the foreign Ministers must 
kneel to the Emperor, which they of course decline doing, 
and so the matter rests. There is a large force of men-of-war 
here just now, English and American, which would be well em- 
loyed in putting in an appearance off the Peiho, and using 
orcible language to the Chinese Government. 

Two illustrations of the proper mode of dealing with the 
Chinese have been exhibited here. The first is the telegraph 
wires. It is well known that the mandarins have persistently 
refused to permit the erection of the telegraph. Being aware of 
this, the Great Northern Telegraph Company did not ask per- 
mission to erect their wires, but have placed them from Woosung 
to Shanghai, and no notice has been taken of it by the 
Chinese authorities. The next is in the case of a bridge 
proposed to be erected by the municipality on the Foochow 
Creek. They applied to the Taoutai for permission, which was 
instantly refused—the fact being that there was no occasion to 
ask his permission at all, as it is questionable whether he has 
any power to grant such concession ; but the ground ou both 
sides being the property of foreigners, it does not appear how he 
could interfere one way or the other, as long as the course of the 
creek is not interfered with. 

The trial in the Supreme Court, Milsom and Tod v. The Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank, has attracted attention. A new ques- 
tion seems to have arisen, as to whether a telegram could be re- 
ceived as evidence. The Pde concerned all acted upon it, but 
Justice, proverbially blind, could not see the value of a telegram, 
and ignored it altogether, as a thing that did not exist. Even a 
Chinese mandarin could not go farther in stolid obstinacy and 
ignorance, but I really believe we often surpass them in tom- 
foolery. Here is the case of a judge on the bench who does not 
believe in telegrams. 

The tea season is about to open, and chatzses are flying about 
in a most excited manner. It is to be hoped that they will not 
be manipulated by the Chinese teamen after the usual fashion. 
It is curious that the tea season always opens at higher prices 
than the year before, in the face of falling markets. 

The English and American admirals are both here migrating 
northwa: as is their wont on the approach of summer. 
Admiral Shadwell, it is said, purposes visiting the Russian 
settlements in Siberia, the Amoor River, &c. 

There are some fine steamers on the berth at Hankow, Venetia, 
Nankin, Drummond Castle, Gordon Castle, and Agamemnon. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 3lst May; the P. and O. mail from 
London, April 18, was received on the 27th May. The following 
items of news are from the Daily Press :— 

A very significant matter in connection with the trade and 
revenue of this colony recently occurred, to which little attention 
was attracted at the time, but which calls for some consideration. 
It appears that the steamer Cyphrencs, which recently left this 
port, cleared for Macao and San Francisco, and at the former 

lace took on board 400 chests of prepared opium. As she cleared 
he Macao as well as San Francisco, there was no irregularity in 
the transaction ; but the effect, of course, was to deprive the 
opium farmer of*fong Kong of a profit which he would otherwise 
have made on ti« sale of this quantity of prepared drug. It is, 
of course, clear that ‘if opposition of this kind continues, the 
amount of revenue to be derived from the monopoly will be di- 
minished, and an important branch of the trade of the colony 
much curtailed. We hear that the opium farmer was considera- 
bly put about by the matter, but there was nothing to be done, 
as of course a steamer has a perfect right to put into Macao for 
cargo if it appears desirable to do so. It seems that the Macao 
monopolist is able to sell the opium at a much lower figure than 
can be done in Hong Kong, and of course, if the present state of 
affairs continues, the trade in prepared opium from Hong Kong 
must become very greatly diminished, 
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The 29th May being the day appointed for celebrating Her 
Majesty’s birthday, a salute was fired as usual from the Princess 
Charlotte at noon, and in the afternoon the troops were paraded 
under Colonel Smith, and a feu de joie fired. In the evening the 
Governor and Lady Kennedy entertained a very large number 
of guests at a ball given in honour of the occasion. The-various 
steamers and ships in harbour were dressed during the day. 

An inquest has been held on the body of Max Reese, clerk in 
the service of Messrs. Arnhold, Karberg and Co., who had died 
from a pistol wound self inflicted. He had been found sitting 
in an easy chair, with a revolver in his hand, dead. There was 
a gunshot wound from the ¢gentre of his forehead, and both his 
hands and forehead were blackened, as if he had put up one 
hand to steady the barrel of the revolver. The revolver was in 
both his hands, the fingers lightly over it, the right hand fore- 
finger in the position of pulling the trigger. A verdict of suicide 
while of unsound mind was returned. 

We are informed that the committee of the Chinese hospital 
have received a telegram from the merchants’ guild at San 
Francisco, stating that there is much suffering among the Chinese 
in California for want of work, and recommending them to stop 
niore passengers from going. 

The .Vi/, on extra steamer of the Messageries Maritimes Com- 
pany, arrived on the 29th May, having left Marseilles on the 17th 
April. 

In the Supreme Court Chief Justice Smale has given judg- 
ment in the case of “ Harper and another v. Lee-sing aud 
another.” This action, which was argued in January iast, was 
between G. Harper and A. M‘Iver (administrator of D. Gow, 
deceased), plaintitts, and Lee-sing and the Hon. J. Pauncefote, 
Attorney-General for Hong Kong, defendants. The facts of the 
case were as follow :-— 


By a lease dated 26th October, 1844, between Her Majesty and T. F. 
Edger, Marine Lot 57 was demised to one Edger for 75 years. By a 
Crown lease dated in or about 1845, Marine Lot 58 was demised to H. 
J. Pybus for 75 years. Marine Lot 57, after divers mesne assignments, 
ultimately by an assignment of 27th April, 1859, became vested in the 
plaintiff Harper and D. Gow, who were partners in trade, as tonants in 
common for the residue of the term (subsequently extended 
to 999 years), subject to the rent and cuovenants mentioned in 
the original Crown lease. Marine Lot 58 was assigned by Pybus to the 
plaintiff Harper, on the 15th August, 1857, for the residue of the 
75 years (subsequently extended to 999 years). In 1859, subse- 
quently to the assignment of lot 57 to Harper and Gow, the 
Colonial Government sanctioned a scheme for reclaiming from 
the sea land in front of several marine lots (including 57 and 58), and 
erecting a Praya wall at the expense of the lot owners in front of whose 
respective lots the reclamations were to be effected, such lot owners to 
be, on completion of the reclamations, entitled to Crown leases of the 
land so reclaimed in front of each lot respectively. The reclamation 
was curied out and fully completed by 1808. A boarded fence was 
erected by Harper along the boundary between the reclamations of lots 
57 and 53, and by a lease dated 19th April, 1861, lot 57, including the 
reclamation belonging thereto, was demised for seven years to the P. and 
O. Company. By an assignment dated 12th July, 1866, Harper assigned 
to James Logan lot 58, together with all such extensions thereof and in- 
crements or additions thereto as were comprised in the plan which was 
annexed to the deed, and no more. This plan showed the boundaries 
of the extension of lot 58, as marked off by the buarded fence. On the 
18th July in the same year Logan assigned lot 58, in the same terms, 
and with a similar plan, to Lee-sing for the residue of the term. 

The boundary between tho lots was always regarded as determined 
by the boarded fence, and was recognised in a letter written by Lec- 
sing to Harper's agents, dated 27th April, 1868, and also in a plan for 
further extension of the Praya, which was approved by Lee-sing. In 
1866 George Harper left this colony for England, appointing Douglas 
Lapraik and John Stewart Lapraik his attorneys. On the 21st Nov., 
1866, David Gow died, leaving Douglas Lapraik and the plaintiff 
Harper his executors, The executors proved the will in England, but 
it was never proved here. On the 27th Dec. last letters of administra- 
tion, with will annexed, were granted in Hong Kong to the plaintiff A. 
Melver, who is the only representative of Gow ever legally entitled to 
administer his estate in this colony. The defendant Lee-sing wrote on 
the 27th April, 1868, to Messrs. Lapraik and Co., complaining of their 
not allowing him to encroach on the boundary as already fixed. This 
letter was sent to Harper, who returned strict injunctions not to onter- 
tain any such proposition. In 1869 Lee-sing applied to the Surveyor- 
General, Mr. Wilson, who offered to readjust the boundaries. This was 
communicated to Harper, who replied protesting against any adjust- 
ment, and directed Mr. Heaton to apply for a Crown lease of the ex- 
tensions at once. Mr. Heaton was then acting as Harper's agent, as 
managing partner of D. Lapraik and Co., but he was not the duly au- 
thorised attorney of Harper or of Gow. From time to time 
Harper forwarded instructions to Mr. Heaton to resist en- 
croachinent, and that the plan which formed part of Lee- 
sing’s lease ought to be considered as settling the matter. 
Notwithstanding this, Mr. Heaton submitted the question for arbitra- 
tion on the 9th August, 1869, to Messra. G. J. Helland and T. G. Lin- 
stead, a third arbitrator to be appointed by them. The agreement was 
not signed, however, on behalf of Gow. Mr. H. C. Caldwell acted as 
solicitor for both partics, and received an annual retainer from Lee- 
sing’s firm of Wo Hang. While thus acting he became aware of the 
tenor of Mr. Harper's instructions to his agent, and the plaintiffs charged 
that the defendant Lee-sing was therefore fixed with notice of them. 
On being apprised of Mr. Heaton’s intention, Mr. Harper wrote repu- 
diating the arbitration, This letter reached Mr. Heaton early in Sep- 
tember, 1869. Mr. Haye was appointed the third arbitrator on the 10th 
August, 1869, and on the 21st September in the same year the arbitra- 
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tors purported to award that the proper boundaries and measurements 
were such as to give defendant a considerable portion of ground and 
frontage beyond the boundary as formerly settled. Mr. Linstead wholly 
dissented from the award, and refused to sign it. The award was made 
without the case of Mr. Harper having been before the arbitrators, and 
soley on the evidence tendered on behalf of the defendant Lee-sing, and 
Mr. Gow’s interests were not re-presented at all. On the strength of 
‘this alleged award, Lee-sing applied for a Crown lease, representing 
that the award was valid and conclusive, and believing this repre- 
sentation to be true the Government granted a lease accordingly. 
The plaintiff Harper charged that Mr. Heaton had no authority to sign 
the agreement on his behalf, that his doing so was, as the defendant 
knew, contrary to the tenor of his instructions, and that it is not bind- 
ing on him (Harper), but is null and void, as is also the award. The 
plaintiff McIver charged that neither he nor the estate of Gow were 
affected by the submission or the award ; and both plaintiffs charged 
that the Grown lease was obtained by misrepresentation and in fraud 
of the plaintiffs, and was granted by the Government by mistake, and 
that the defendant ought to be decreed to surrender the parcel of 
ground and frontage to the Government, or to hold it in trust for 
the plaintiffs, or assign it to the plaintiffs az tenants in com- 
mon. The plaintiffs prayed that the Court would declare the 
agreement and award null and void, and order them to be de- 
livered up and cancelled, declare the Crown lease to Lee-sing to 
have been obtained by misrepresentation and suppression of fact, and 
in fraud of the plaintiffs, and decree the defendant to assign the 
ground and frontage in question to the plaintiffs, or declare him trust2¢ 
for them, or decree the defendant to surrender the ground, &c., to the 
Government. In case the Court should hold the agreement and award 
binding on Harper, then they prayed that they may be declared null 
and void as against the moiety of the premises belonging to Mr. McIver 
(as administrator), and that Lee-sing may be decreed to assign an indi- 
vidual moiety thereof to the said McIver, &c. The defendant's answer 
admitted most of the facts alleged in the bill. 

The substance of Chief Justice Smale’s judgment was as 
follows :— 

The Chief Justice held that the plaintiffs’ counsel had absolutely 
abandoned the only clauses in the prayer which rendered the presence 
of the Attorney-General proper, namely, the prayer for a surrender by 
the defendant to the Crown of the parcel of ground, portion of the lot 
comprised in the lease of Ist of December, 1869, and all relief what- 
ever against the Crown. Therefore the Attorney-General must be dis- 
missed with his costs to be paid by the plaintiffs, as in the caxe of Peed 
v. Carruthers, heard before Lord Justice Knight Bruce. His Honour, 
however, reserved the consideration of the question as to who should 
ultimately pay the costs. As to the question whether the agreement 
of the 9th of August, 1867, should be considered binding, his Honour 
was of opinion that the agreement was absolutely void. The plain- 
tiffs in their case having imputed fraud to the defendants in obtaining the 
Crown lease of 1869, his Honour considered that although the lease was 
obtained under a misapprehension on the minds of the defendants, yet it 
did not amount to an actual fraud, but as consequences were likely to arise 
from this part of the plaintiffs’ prayer, his Honour was willing to hear 
the point argued as to whether the charge was one of wilful or con- 
structive fraud. These considerations led his Honour to decide in 
favour of the plaintiffs, but the nature and extent of the relief to be 
given to the plaintiffs remained for serious consideration. His Honour, 
however, expressed his readiness to hear counsel on all the questionts 
raised in the third prayer of the plaintiffs, but at the same time sug- 
gested a compromise of the matters remaining undecided.

BATAVIA. 

From further particulars of the incidents of the Atchin expe- 
dition that have been made public it appears that besides the 85 
Atchinese slain and buried in two pits on the 8th April, the 78 
found dead inside a fort on the 9th, and the 60 dead left behind 
in the mosque when the latter was stormed on the 14th, 108 
more Atchinese were killed when the mosque was carried for the 
firat time on the 10th April. During the last attack on the out- 
works of the Kraton, the Atchinese in a fort drew up from the 
walls, with ropes, three Amboynese soldiers into the fortitication ; 
at noon these soldiers were seen hanging alive by the heels with 
their weapons on ; they were thereupon killed by well-directed 
shots from sharpshooters amongst the troops. Some fifty convict 
coolies deserted from the expeditionary forces. 

On the 11th May the Batavia portion of the Atchin field force 
landed at the former place and met with a brilliant reception 
from the citizens, who had subscribed f.7,000 to receive them in 
a suitable and proper manner. The Government have appointed 
a strict and searching investigation to be made into the means 
and requisites afforded, and the manner in which the naval and 
military operations have been conducted. The Jndier of the 
21st May says that the blockade of the Atchinese ports has not 
yet been proclaimed, and that proclamation will have to be made 
to ensure its validity, and asks what is the advantage of block- 
ading the coasts with only three or four men-of-war which form 
the disposable and serviceable portion of the Dutch navy, The 
same journal asserts that, whilst the expedition was at Atchin, 
the vessels were so occupied in bombarding the coast forts and 
supporting the land forces that the commander of the naval 
forces could not spare a ship to close the port of Atchin to 
prahus which were entering the same under all sorts of flags! 
According to the Java Bode the total strength of the expedi- 
tionary forces was 144 officers and 3,425 privates. Of these four 
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officers and 52 privates were killed, and 27 officers and 411 

privates wounded. The total loss was thus 494, or about 14 per 

cent. of 3,569 men in about a week’s desultory warfare.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 9th 
June ; the P. and O. mail from London, May 2, arrived out on 
the 3rd June. The following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :— 

The Governor and the Executive Council have been sitting in 
judgment tipon the conduct of two of the subordinate officials in 
the Government service, Messrs. Dodwell and Stewart, who, as 
our readers know, were lately charged with certain misdemeanours 
in the performance of their duties, and were acquitted. We no- 
tice this fact for the purpose of asking whether it is fair and just, 
whether it is not unconstitutional and illegal, thus to re-try in 
secret, before such a tribunal as the Executive, men who have 
been alreaily tried in public before a jury of their fellow-citizens, 
and even if it be according to colonial regulations, whether such 
procedure does not savour greatly of persecution ? 

The aspect presented by our harbour at the present moment 
is not a pleasant one to the eye of either a banker or a merchant, 
and we hope it is not one destined to last long. The oldest. in- 
habitant, or the mariner of longest ex perience, we believe, never 
saw our roads so bare of shipping. It is difficult to say whether 
this is the result of the concurrence of accidental circumstances, 
or of influences that lie deeper under the surface. Certainly it 
cannot be owing to lack of demand or to low rates of freights, 
for were a dozen vessels to come in to-day or to-morrow, they 
would all find, in a week, remunerative employment to almost 
any part of the world. 

A petition has been presented to the Legislative Council by 
‘Messrs, Sandilands, Buttery and Co., of Penang, against the 
Penang Wharf Scheme. The Council, as is only fair and just, 
as well as usual, have consented to hear counsel in support of 
the petition, but we should imagine that only one result can be 
anticipated. Private interests must give way to the public good 
in Penang as elsewhere, and we fail to see that Messrs. Sandi- 
lands make out any case whatever, seeing they will receive all 
reasonable compensation for their property, and satisfactory 
facilities will be afforded them for access to the sea over the 
wharf. 

The steamer Pokicin, Captain Kneen, has arrived one week 
before the time of her expected return. It will be remembered 
that the Patnam was chartered by Government to convey trans- 
marine convicts from the Straits Settlements to the Andamans, 
Madras, and Galle. Malacca and Penang were touched at and 
left on the 9th and 10th May respectively, each contributing its 
quota of convicts, which brought the number of prisoners ou board 
up to 219, to suard whom there was a detachment of one officer 
and thirty-six men of the 10th Regiment. The steamer arrived at 
Port Blair on the 14th, landed convicts, and left on the 15th ; 











‘arrived at Madras on the 19th, sailed on the 20th, arriving at 


Galle on the 23rd, and leaving on the 25th, reached Singapore on 
the Ist June, the run, including stoppages, having been made in 
twenty-four days, or an average of nine knots an hour under 
steam. The passage is without noteworthy incideut, and the 
Colonial Secretary, who boarded the ship immediately on arrival, 
expressed his satisfaction at the result of the voyage. 

The last mail brought from Europe F. Von Mohl, the German 
Consul, the first appointed to Singapore, the post having hitherto 
been held by members of mercantile firms here. We learn that 
he has appointet as his secretary Mr. Charles Groth, who has 
for some years been connected with the Consulate in one capacity 
or another. The Consular-oftice is, we understand, temporarily 
located in the same place as formerly, at the offices of Messrs. 
Staehelin and Stahlknecht. : 

We understand that his Highness the Maharajah of Johore 
has appointed a well-known and highly esteemed resident, Mr. 
William Hole, to be his private secretary. This appointment of 
an Englishman to such a contidential post is another proof, if 
any were needed, of his Highness’s shrewd common sense and 
advanced views. Messrs. Buyers and Robb, ship-builders, Teluk 
Ayer, have concluded a contract with the Maharajah for the 
building in their yards of a wooden steamer of abqut 400 tons 
for the service of his Highness. The Maharajah has thus set 
an example which our Government would do well to follow. The 
Governor and Lady Ord are, we are informed, about to pay a 
week’s visit to the Maharajah, 

H.M.S. Adventure, captain the Hon. A. D.'S. Denison, from 
Hong Kong 24th May, bound to England, vid the Cape of Good 
Hope with invalids, arrived here on the 4th June. 





WHILST quite discrediting the stories which some travellers have told 
about gigantic cuttle-fishes, it seems certain that these creatures some- 
times attain to enormous proportions. A note by Mr. H. Pryer, of 
Yokohama, published in the current number of the Zoologist, describes 
an extraordinary specimen exhibited in Japan. The body of this squid 
was 6 feet in length, and ita head 2 feet, whilst the largest pair of arma 
measured 6 feet long. The eyes are said to have been 8 inches in dia-

SHANGHAI.—The week had been about the most unsatisfactory one 
experienced since last China New Year. Business had been extremely 
limitad, and prices for every article, saving Scarlet Long Ells and Han- 
kow designs of Dyed Brocades and Damasks, had steadily ruled in 
favour of buyers. For Grey Shirtings, $} Ibs. closing rates were no- 
minly Tls. 1.88 to 1.91 per piece for Dewhurst’s Eales ; Ts. 1.85 to 
1.86 for Red Pheasant,” * Horse and Jockey,” and similar chops ; and 
Tis. 1.85 to 1.82 for the lower descriptions, 7 Ibs. had been disposed 

of at Tla. 1.62 to 1.68 for ordinary to best chops, and Tls. 1.58 to 1.62 
for mildews, of which a considerable portion of the settlements con- 

sisted. 9} Iba. purely nominal. The transactions in T-Cloths and Jeans 

had been insufficient to make a inarket or establish quotations, which 
were entirely nominal. In Sheetings a few 14 Ibs. and a small lot of 

15 los, had been disposed of, at Tls. 2.80 and 2.85 per piece. Dyed 

Brocades suitable for Hankow had been asked for, at Tls, 3.05, but there 

were none here. The sales of (.P.H. Scarlet Long Ells established a 

rise of 8 candareens per picce, and the lower qualities had also improved 

in value. In Metals there had been scarcely anything done. 

Maniu'.—A fair business had been done during the fortnight, and 
importers had been able to establish a slight advance in the values of 
some descriptions of Plain Staples. Coloured and Fancy goods had not, 
however, been so firmly held, and previous rates were difficult to ob- 
tain.

Haxkow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer and Co.'s Report on the opening of 
the market at this port is as follows :—Our inarket has again opened at 
a somewhat early date. About fifteen musters, chiefly Cheong-sow-kye 
Teas, were shown on the 16th inst., and during the day six settlements 
were made, comprising 4,480 half-chests from the above-named district 
a. Ths. 335 to 34, and one parcel Low-yong at Tls. 245 per picul. On 
the following day about the same number of New Musters were shown, 
and nine parcels are reported to. have changed hands, chiefly Cheong- 
sow-kyes, at T]s. 21 to34. Two or three parcels Yung-low-Toong were 
s2ttied at Tls. 31 to 32}. Yesterday, the 10th, attention was almost en- 
tirely devoted to Oonfar and Yung-low-toong Teas, and over thirty chops 

ere settled at Ts. 32 to 34 for the former, one ° Crack” parcel realising 
Tis. 36, and 274 to 30¢ for the latter. Total settlements to date (20th 
May) are 14,388 chests and 19,867 half-chests. There is a marked 
d.terence in the opening of the present season as compared with last. 
Over 300 musters were put on the market then in the tirst four days, 
while this year up to time of writing scarcely 100 have been shown, 
settlements for the seme time then being 14,224 chests 45,025 half- 
cheste and 17,070 boxes against the above. This is in a great 
Measure owing to the non-arrival of the Ninchows, which are not 
expected in any quantity for two or three days, but also partly to the 
new Customs arrangements, which prevent chest musters being forwarded 
fron the tea districts in advance of the full chops. As regards the 
crop, we consider it, so far as we have been able to judge at present, a 
guod average one, the teas from nearly all the districts being decidedly 
stronger than last year's. Arrivals to date consist almost entirely of 
Cheong-sow-kyes,, Uonfars, and Yung-low-toongs, the two former we 
make superior, the Oonfars possessing much more distinctive quality 
than the previous season's. Yung-low-toongs do not show quite so 
much improvement, but we think they are stronger. Hut few mustera 
have been shown as yet of the inferior district Teas, but from what we 
have seen of them they compare favourably with last year’s. Particu-

BRITISH AND AMERICAN SHIPPING IN CHINA. 

Mr. E. C. Bowra, the Chinese Customs Commissioner, writes as fol- 
lows to the Pull Mall Gazette on the subject of Mr. Malet’s report, 
which was recently summarised in our columns :— 

In your recent review of Mr. Malet’s report on the fluctuations of 
the foreign trade of China between the years 1864 and 1871, you draw 
attention to the fact that, whereas the imports and exports of the whole 
British Eropire are nearly twelve times greuter than those of the United 
States, the American tonnage is all but equal to the British. This re- 
markable fact, respecting which, as you observe, Mr, Malet gives no ex- 
planation, is, however, easily to be accounted for by the nature of the 
trade. With the exception of the Pacific mail steamers, which run 
from San Francisco tu Shanghai, the great bulk of American shipping 
is engaged in making short coasting voyages, or in navigating the Yang- 
tze-Kiang from Shanghai to Hankow, while, with the exception of two 
steamers on the Yang-tz2 and some half-dozen on the coast, the British 
flag covers veasels engaged as a rule in longer voyages and in direct 
trade between China and foreign countries. Thus, American river 
steamers are entered in the tonnage returns perhaps 150 times a year, 
while @ British ship, making at the most three voyages between China 
and London or Liverpool, is entered and credited with her tonnage 
oaly four or five times in the same period. 

If it were possible to obtain an accurate return of the shipping under 
different flags, present at any one time, in all the ports of China, not 
only would it be seen that the British tonnage is very far in excess of 
that of the United States, but it would also, Iam convinced, be found 
to exceed that of all other nationalities put together. I may further 
add that the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company, which has hitherto 
enjoyed a practical monopoly of the Yangtsze trade, and whose steamers, 
running under the American flag, have contributed a principal share to 
the enormous tvtal of American tonnage, is by no means exclusively an 
American company, but is cosmopolitan in its constitution, and numbers 
many nationalities—including a large proportion of Chinese—-among its 
shareholders, and merely carries the United States flag in consequence 
of the company having been organised and initiated by an enterprising 
and influential American firm. From the abstract of trade and customs 
revenue statistics for 1872, just published at Shanghai, it appears that 
the number of vessels entered and cleared at the Treaty Ports in China 
during the past year is 17,090, with an aggregate tonnage of 8,486,473, 
showing an increase over the preceding year of 2,127 vessel: 
1,100,000 tons. Of these vessels, 8,360, with a tonnage of 3,954,130, 
were under the British flag, and 5,170, with 3,471,293 tons, were under 
the flag of the United States. Of the seventeen thousand vessels, nearly 
tea thousand were steamers, many of them, as explained above, engaged 
in coasting on the river trade, and consequently figuring many times 
and at many ports for the amount of their tonnage. 

In commenting upon the China trade, The Times remarks the dis- 
crepancy between Mr. Wade's estimate of British trade for 1872 and 
Mr. Malet's statistics for the preceding year, and suggests that the dif- 
ference is probably to be explained by the treasure and specie being 
included in Mr. Wade's, and left out of Mr. Malet’s calculations. It 
seems, however, to me that the discrepancy arises from Mr. Wade in- 
cluding in his statement an estimate of the probable value of the trade 
of Hong Kong, a trade which forms an integral and most important 
part of the general trade of China, but respecting which we are pre- 
vented from obtaining any statistics by a somewhat irrational fear on 
the part of the colonists lest their collection should impair or imperil 
the freedom of the port. The absence of trade statistics at Hong 
Kong is the more to be regretted in that it causes the elaborate and 
carefully-prepared returns of the Treaty Ports to be but an imperfect 
statement of the foreign trade of China. 

COURT OF CHANCERY. 
IN RE THE IMPERIAL BANK OF CHINA, INDIA, AND JAPAN (LIMITED). 

In this matter a petition was presented on the 11th inst. by three 
shareholders in the bank, praying that it might be wound up com- 
pulsorily, and that liquidators of it might be appointed ; or, that a 
voluntary winding of it up, which had been resolved upon, might (if 
valid) be continued under the supervision of the Court ; and for other 
relief. Counsel fur Mr. Alison and a committee of sharchelders in the 
bauk asked that this petition might stand over till an appeal which 
Mr. Alison was prosecuting, from an order made by Lord Justice James, 
when sitting fur Vice-Chancellor Sir J. Wickens, on the 28th of Feb- 
ruary, 1873, was determined, as the result of that appeal would materially 
affect the position of Mr. Alison and several of the other sharchulders 
in the company. 

fter sume further discussion, the Vice-Chancellor made the usual 
er to wind up the bank compulsorily. 
THE SUPPRESSION OF THE SLAVE TRADE. 
On the 8th inst. a public meeting was held at Exeter Hall, under the 
auspices of the Anti-Slavery Society, and among vther resolutions which 
were moved was the following :-- 
“That this meeting, while expressing its warmest thanks to Her Majes- 
ty’s Government for prohibiting the emigration of Chinese coolies under 
labour contracts from Hong Kong in any but British ships, and to 
places not within Her Majesty's dominions, and for preventing the 
fitting out of foreign vessels at Hong Kong for the Macao coolie trade, ex- 

ress a hupe that Her Majesty's Governinent will persevere in this course 
until British subjects are entirely freed from the reproach of contri- 
buting, in even the most indirect way, to this nefarious traffic, which 








is, in reality, a slave trade; and will further adopt, either singly or 1 
concert with other Powers, such measures as will lead to its complet: 
suppression at Macay, its sole remaining seat.” 


THE VIENNA EXHIBITION, 

A writer in the Vienna Presse states that the Oriental sections of th 
Exhibition are visited by far greater numbers than the other sections 
and he expresses his satisfaction with a project which is being formed t 
utilise the rare opportunity thus atforded for promoting the commercia 
relations of Austria with the East. A Committee under the president 
ship of the Councillor von Schwaegel has been formed, and has for it 
object to study the rich materials in the Oriental Sections and to giv: 
the result of its observations for the benefit of the commercial world o. 
Austria. The Committce or Suciety hopes to be of service also to th 
commercial interests of the Empire in various ways, and froin its rela 
tions to be established with the officials at the ditterent Consulates in 
the East it anticipates very much good to arise. At present its numbe 
is limited to fifty members, but soon the circle of members will b 
much enlarged. The Society looks forward to more than one usefu 
operation. It will promote the establishment of a fund for sendin; 
Commercial Missions to the East, and for founding lectures anent th 
subject, together with a museum of industrial products for the inspec: 
tion of the mercantile classes, all with a view to enlighten the peuple, 
and to advance the interests of Austria in the East. 


AN inquest has been held at Lewisham, touching the death of Joseph 
Furness, thirty-seven years of age, a retired auctioneer and surveyor, 
who stabbed himself on the 30th ult. From the evidence it appeared 
that the deceased, who was in the last stage of consumption, was ad- 
vised some two or three years ago to go to Japan, where it was thought 
the air would greatly diminish the severity of his complaint. The 
deceased remained there for some time, but finding he was not getting 
better, his medical man recommended him to go home, saying that 
nothing but his native air would benefit him. The deceased accord- 
ingly returned home four or five months since, but instead of getting 
better he gradually seemed to be getting worse, and this preying upon 
his mind led to the act which ended his life. He was found lying in 
a pool of blood, with a long-bladed dagger buried deeply in his side, and 
death must have been instantaneous. The jury returned a verdict that 
the deceased committed suicide while Iabouring under a fit of temporary 
insanity. The deceased was only recently married, and was in what are 
called easy circumstances, and there was no reason for his thus ending 
his life save that above given. 

Witu reference to the rising in Japan, which is referred to in another 
column, The Times has received a telegram to the effect that the in- 
surrection has been brought to an end. A Minister of the old Daimio 
Kuroda Harima had undertaken to mediate between the two parties, 
and it was hoped that the fighting would not be renewed. The Ietter- 
post was able to traverse the country in safety, but it would take somc 
three or four days to get the telegraph in order again, 

Mr. Arthur Booth has resigned his appointment as chairman of thc 
board of directors of the German Steain Company that run their ves- 
sels between Hamburg and China, and is succeeded by Herr Otto Put- 
farken. The compsny’s next steamer is the Bellona, which is adver- 
tised to leave on the 25th inst., to be followed on the 25th of August 
by the Olympia. 

Apvicrs have been received from Singapore, by telegraph, that the 
steamer Braemar Castle, belonging to Messrs. Thomas Skinner and 
Co.’s Castle line, arrived at that port on the 7th inst. As the Braemar 
Castle left Gravesend on the 4th June, she has accomplished the voyage 
in thirty-three days, a passage which is, we believe, without precedent. 

It is reported from Constartinople that eight war vessels will shortly 
leave that port and procced tv Atchin, in order to protect the interests 
of the Turks. 


THE IMPERIAL BANK OF CHINA AND JAPAN, 
LIMITED. 

A meeting of the holders of the 20,000 shares issue] to the 
shareholders of the above Bank on its amalgamation with the 
Bank of Hindustan, China and Japan, Limited, was held at the 
London Tavern on the sth inst. ‘The mecting was called by cir- 
cular signed by Mr. Alex. Alison, and, at the request of the 
shareholders present, that gentleman occupied the chair. The 
following extract from the circular will show the object for which 
the present meeting was called :— 

“The liquidators of the Bank of Hindustan, China and Japan sued 
me for calls on shares alleged to have been held by ine in that bank, 
by virtue of its amalgamation with the Imperial Bank of China and 
Japan. [resisted the action, and, first, the full Court of Common 
Pleas, and then, upon appeal, the Court. of Exchequer Chamber, each 
unanimously held that the Bank of Hindustan had no right to issue 
the shares they professed to issue to myself and the other shareholders 
in the Imperial Bank ; and that, consequently, Twas not liable. 1 
thereupon applicd to the Court of Chancery for the repayment of tho 
money paid by me to the Bank of Hindustan on my shares ; and the 
Lord Justice Jamey, sitting for the Vice-Chancellor Wickens, made an 
order inmy favour, Other sharcholders whe have been settled on the 
list of contributories of the Bank of Hindustan have likewise applied 
for the return of their money, and the Vice-Chancellor Wickens, fol- 
lowing the decision in my ease, has allowed their chti in cases where 
they came over direct from the Imperial Bank of China and Japan, 
Limited. Appeals have been lodged against these decisions, Many 
shareholders, in consequence of these proceedings, have called on me 
and sugested that, as su many will benetit: Ly them, it would be very 
desirable that a meeting of those interested should be held, in order to 
determine upon and carry out in unison all necessary steps for securing 
joint action for the benetit of all. 

The CHamMan briefly explained his connection with the matter. He 
said that the liquidators of the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan 
threatened to take proceedings against him for unpaid calls ; but he 
contenled that there was no case against him, and an examination of 
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the company’s books for two hours showed him what he wanted to 
find, namely, that the bank had increased its capital without due au- 
thority, an‘l therefore the amalgamation was null and void. The ques- 
tion was taken to the law courts, and all the decisions were in his 
favour, but xppeals had been lodged against those decisions ; but he 
had no doubt that, when the appeals were heard, the previous decisions 


would be confirmed. He thought that those who had similar interests | 


to himeelf should have liquidators of their own choosing, and not in the 
interests of opposing parties. 

Mr. A. PuLBrook, who has acted as solicitor to Mr. Alison, said that 
he would, as briefly as he could, explain the legal position of the case ; 
but this was a matter of no small difficulty, inasmuch as there were 
divers abstruse legal points to be considered. The amalgamation of the 
two banks took place in 1864 ; in fact, the Imperial Bank of China and. 
Japan never carried on business, but was at once absorbed by the Bank 
of Hindustan, China, and Japan, and at a meeting which was held cer- 
tain resolutions were passed to enable this amalgamation to be carried 
out. Some shareholders in the Imperial Bank of China and Japan pro- 
teated against the amalgamation, and as they did not aksent to have 
their names inserted on the register of the Bank of Hindustan, they 
tevk proceedings to have their names removed, and to recover the 
money paid upon their shares. A Bill was filed in Chancery to set 
aside the amalgamation, and the Bill came on for hearing in 1868 
before Vice-Chancellor Giffard, who decided that, on several points, the 
amalgamation was invalid, and that the resolutions: sanctioning the 
amalgamation had not been properly passed, inasmuch as due notice 
had not been given that the resolutions were going to be proposed for 
the adoption of the shareholders. The shareholders who had gone over 


in the Bank of Hindustan were not represented in that suit, but those . 


sharebolders who had not gone over were represented by two of their 
number, and a decree was given in that suit setting aside the amal- 
gamation, and declaring that those shareholders who had not gone 
over were entitled to their proportion of the asscts. The sum of 
£5 per share was paid upon the Imperial Bank of China and Japan 
sharea, and when the amalgamation took place that sum was handed 
over, less preliminary expenses, to the Hindustan Bank, and these were 
the assets of the Imperial Bank of China and Japan. Before this 
decree was made the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan went into 
liquidation, and he believed the list of contributories was settled before 
the decree was made and the liquidators appointed. On_ behalf 
of Mr. Alison (who owed £600 or £700 fur calls), he inspected the 
various books at the register office and elsewhere, and there he dis- 
covered that the issue of the shares to the shareholders of the Imperial 
Bank of China and Japan was ultra vires. The original capital of the 
Hindustan Bank was one million, with power to increase to two millions, 
and that power had been exercised, and the whole two millions sub- 
scribed for. But in order to enter into the amalgamation it became 
neceasiry to increase the capital to four millions, in order to absorb 
the two millions of the Imperial Bank of China and Japan. To pro- 
perly carry this out the statute required that certain formalities 
should be gone through, and the law wag very strict in requir- 
ing these formalities being complied with. If it was desired to 
increase the capital, the necessary alteration must be made in the arti- 
cles of association, and such alteration could only be sanctioned by a 
certain statutable majority of the shareholders. The Bank of Hindus- 
tan, China, and Japan passed a resolution increasing the capital, but 
the precaution was not taken of altering the articles of association ; 80 
that although they were formed under a deed which provided that the 
capital should not be more than two millions, yet they were endeavouring 
to issue four millions. The Bank of Hindustan failed ; but supposing 
it had gone on and been successful, it would have been in the power of 
any one shareholder, holding only one share, to have filed a Bill, and 
prevented the directors paying any dividend upon the two millions, as 
it was not part of the capital of the company, and could not earn any 
dividend. A special case was settled, and after the opinion of Mr. 
Lloyd had been taken, and was argued before the full Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, and afterwards upon appeal bsfore the Court of Exchequer 
Chamber, and in each case it was held that the Bank of Hindus- 
tan had _ no right to issue the shares to Mr. Alison and the other share- 
holders in the Imperial Bank of China and Japan. An application was 
subsequently made by Mr. Alison to the Court of Chancery for the 
repayment of the money paid by him to the Bank of Hindustan on his 
sharea, and Lord Justice James, sitting for Vice-Chancellor Wickens, 
made an order in Mr. Alison's favour. The claims of other sharcholders 
who had come over direct from the Imperial Bank of China and Japan 
had also been alluwed ; but, as was stated in Mr. Alison's circular, ap- 
peals had been lodged by the liquidators against these decisions. The 
present mecting had, therefore, been called, because the decisions favour- 
ably affected many other shareholders, and it was deemed desirable to 
carry out in unison all necessary steps for securing joint action for the 
benefit of all. In conclusion, he advised that, if possible, litigation 
should be avoided, and some settlement come to.

Mr. Putsrook said that although Mr. Alison and Mr. Taylor had ob- 
tained orders for the return of the money there would not be any 
priority of payment to them—that was to say, they would not be paid 
before the other shareholders, who were entitled to a return of the 
money under the same decision. 

Eventually, on the motion of Mr. ScRATCHLEY, seconded by a SHARE- 
HOLDER, the following resolution was carried :—‘ That it is expedient, 
in the interests of the shareholders of the Imperial Bank of China and 
Japan (Limited), that a committee of their number should be appointed, 
holding not less than twenty-five shares each therein, and no interest in 
the Bank of Hindustan, for the purpose of organising and carrying out 
all necessary measures for the protection of their interests in that com- 
pany, and the recovery back of the moneys paid on shares alleged to have 
been issued by the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan, Limited.” 

The following gentlemen were appointed on the committee, namely, 
Messrs. Coleman, Dunbar, Scratchley, Inwick, and Alison. 

A vote of thanks to the chairman closed the proceedings. 








Another meeting of the shareholders was held on the 10th, at the 
Cannon-street Hotel. The meeting was called by circular, signed by 
Mr. Courteney, Mr. Allen, and Mr. Sangster, the object being to oon- 
sider the desirability of appointing liquidators, it being stated that, 
owing to the amalgamation with the Bank of Hindustan, China, and 
Japan not having been legally carried out, the bank had never been 
put in liquidation. The chair was occupied Mr. CouRTENEY. 

The CHainMaN said he was a shareholder of the Imperial Bank of 
China and Japan, and had no interest whatever in the Bank of Hin- 
dustan. The circular, signed by himself, Mr. Allen, and Mr. Sangster, 
was sent to all gentlemen who were on the register of the Imperial 
Bank of China and Japan at the time of its transfer to the Bank of 
Hindustan, China, and Japan, which was in 1864. As a matter of 
fact, the China Bank had never been liquidated, owing to illegal 
amalgamation ; but the shareholders need not be alarmed at that, 
because if the list of contributories of the China Bank were settled, he 
hoped it would be to see who were to be recipients of some portion of 
the money which they paid to the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan. 
The Bank of China was registered on April 22nd, 1864, with a nominal 
capital of £2,000,000, in shares of £50 cach, but the only issue was 
20,000 shares, upon which £5 each was paid; but the bank never com- 
menced business, for in May, 1864, negotiations were entered into with 
the directors of the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan, for the pur- 
pose of the amalgumation of the banks. The amalgamation took place 
in August of the same year, the agreement being that the Hindustan 
Bank should issue 20,000 shares, at £6 premium. Certain shareholders 
dissented from the proceedings and the alleged amalgamation, and 
during 1865 they were removed from the register of the Bank of Hin- 
dustan by order of the Court of Chancery. He then referred at length 
to the different legal proceedings which had taken place in connection 
with the matter, the result, however, being that, in the case of two 
or three of the shareholders, the Courts had ordered the return 
of the money paid by them, and, as many other shareholders are 
affected by the same decision, it was thought better that action should 
be taken in unison. As the Bank of China had never been wound up, 
owing to the amalgamation being illegal, he and the two gentlemen who 
had signed the circular with him had petitioned the Court of Chancery 
to continue the voluntary winding-up, and the appointment of liqui- 
dators. He hoped it would be possible to come to some compromise with 
the Bank of Hindustan, China, and Japan, so that all litigation might 
be avoided ; but, before any such compromise could be carried out, it 
was necessary that liquidators should be appointed, who would be 
authorised to compromise on the part of the China and Japan shara- 
holders. He moved—“That this meeting, having heard the explanations 
given on behalf of Messrs. Allen, Courteney, and Sangster, the petitioners, 
and being of opinion that it is expedient, in the interests of the general 
body of shareholders in the Imperial Bank of China and Japan, that 
combined action should be secured by means of the appointment of 
efficient persons to represent the bank, approve of the course taken by 
them in presenting such petition, and considers the order thereby sought 
most desirable.” The order sought was either that the voluntary 

liquidation should be continued under the supervision of the Court, and

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THF CHINA COOLIE TRADE. ; 
The Westminster Review has an article on this subject, of 
which the foh- wing is a summary :— 
The war with Great Britain in 1841-42, which laid low the 





pretensions and influence of the Imperial Government, enabled 
the people of China for the first time to come freely into contact 
with Europeans at different points. If die to this period, 
although prohibited by statutes of a highly penal character from 
going beyond the limits of the Celestial Empire, emigrants had 
nevertheless succeeded in taking their departure from Canton, 
Amoy, and other parts for the Settlements of Java and the 
Straits, there was now no longer the slightest difficulty in 
evading whatever restrictions were placed on emigration by the 
Chinese laws. Simultaneously with this came a demand for 
labout, originating with Peruvian planters anxious to make up 
for the loss of negro service. Slavery had long been restricted 
within narrow limits in Peru, since her separation from the 
mother-country, and the system was finally brought to a close 
in 1855 by the decree of manumission issued wnder Ge- 
neral Castilla’s presidency. Peruvian agents, liberally sup- 
plied with funds and with Consular Commissions, were de- 
spatched to China for the purpose of collecting shiploads of 
igranta, and a number of vessels thus laden were despatched 

to Callao from Hong Kong, and some of the Chinese ports, each 
man having previously signed a contract which bound him to 
labour for a term of years in the service of a Peruvian employer. 
Under this di a renewal of the slave trade began to be 
perpetrated. e sufferings of the coolies were everywhere in- 
tolerable, but those were subjected to the test cruelties who 
were transported to the Chincha Islands—a group well known 
for its guano, until the supply began to fail. Great numbers 
committed suicide ; numbers perished from overwork 
and exhaustion. The profitable shipments, however, continued 
to furnish employment for vessels of all nationalities, until—a 
correct appreciation of the nature of the traffic being brought 
home to the Colonial authorities of Hong Kong—measures were 
instituted for purging that colony of participation in its conduct. 

In 1854 and the following year various laws were passed to this 

effect, 30 far as at British vessels. Unfortunately, how- 

ever, » foothold for the traffic was still available in the 

adjacent port of Macao; and here, taking advantage of 

the effect produced by recent concessions, an ambitious 
P ese Coren expelled by successive coups d’audace 
the Chinese mandarins hitherto i as invested 
with supreme local authority at Macao, closed the Chinese 
Custom-house, and eventually assumed a ition of com- 
plete colonial independence for the penins These bold 
measures of Governor Amaral, however, while on the one hand 
they stirred up a feeling of popular hostility, failed to secure for 
Macao the expected share of the growing China trade. The 
British colony of Hong Kong, bare i forty miles distant, pos- 

n 


sessed advantages with which it could not compete. The Portu- 
guese took up the coolie traffic ; and now Cuba entered the field 
as 4 rival to Peet in the demand for labour. By 1853 the trade 


had assumed large proportions, and for the last fifteen years it 
has afforded the principal—almost the sole—support of the de- 
graded half-castes of the hates ys settlement. Once enticed, 
or entrapped, into the depéts (called “ barracoons ” in the phrase- 
ol of the African slave-dealers), the hapless and helpless 
cookies were denied egress, from the moment of their admission 
to that of their embarkation. As time went on, and the profits 
of the coolie trade grew more and niore tempting, piracy and 
wholesale kidnapping were resorted to for the purpose of filling 
the vessels, and Chinese of a low and desperate class were em- 
ployed to scour the country and decoy their ignorant countrymen 
either to Macao direct or on board boats which lay in wait at 
convenient points, F 

The hostilities which broke out at Canton in 1856-57 between 
Great Britain and China checked during their continuance the 
operations of the Macao dealers ; but the defeat and disorganisa- 
tion which befell the Chinese, and the garrisoning of Canton by 
British and French forces, gave for a time increased scope to 
the activity of the trade, Coolie ships were no longer restricted 
to an anchorage in Macao roads ; they boldly took up stations at 
Whampoa, the port of Canton, and native kidnappers plied their 
vacation with an audacity that aroused consternation and hatred 
among all classes of Chinese. At length, in 1859, a petition fromthe 
entire mercantile community was presented to the British Consul, 
Mr. (now Sir Rutherford) Alcock, and operations were commenced 
with vigour by Phe British authorities at Canton, in conjunction 
with their French colleagues, to put a stop to this atrocious sys- 
tem, But the task of expelling the coolie traffic from Chinese 
waters was one of no slight delicacy and ditticulty. Although 
wielding absolute military power over the city and suburbs of 
Canton, the allies had been careful to refrain from interference 
with the Consular representatives of other Powers established at 
the port; and of these functionaries some were merchants di- 
peat interested in the gains of the coolie trade, whilst, in other 
instances, Consuls holding purely official positions gave but a 
half-hearted support to the intended reform. Notwithstanding 
these obstacles, and the difficulty of acting through weak an! 


timorous Chineze officials, complete success was at length achieved J 
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vessels lying at Whampoa—three flying the American, and one 
the Oldenburg, flag. It is a noteworthy fact, that for years after 
this American vessels were actively engaged in conveying Chinese 
coolies to Cuba, and that citizens of the United States, in some 
cases holding Consular commissions, were among the most ener- 
getic pursuers of the trade. In almost every instance coolies 

who were released had a tale of kidnapping—in the first in- 
stance by their own countrymen, and sherasnds by foreigners 
ae tell of the means to recruit the fields of Cuba and 


eru. 

Meanwhile endeavours to establish a legitimate system of 
emigration were put in progreas by the British Governmnent’s 
representative, Mr. J. G. Austin, a colonial official of long expe- 
rience. Rules concerted with the Chinese authorities secured the 
freedom and comfort of the intending emigrant ; and, once on 
board, jurisdiction over him was vested in the British Consul as 
ex-officio agent for emigration under the Chinese Passengers Act. 
It was the Consuls’ duty to certify the number which each vessel 
according to her tonnage was lawfully empowered to carry ; and 
Ventilation, medicines, &c., were also duly inspected. By these 
regulations, and some other circumstances, the system improved, 
and Chinese women were ually induced to emigrate with 
their families—an object the desirableness of which had long 
"thi per had, h little off 

is apparent improvement owever, little effect in 
checking the eye ei traffic. The trade was too lucrative— 
returning over 100 per cent.—to be given up without a struggle. 
In round figures 70,000 coolies were landed in Cuba between 
1847 and 1866, at an average profit of £40 a head. The Spanish 
Government had issued a code of rules, among which was one to 
the affect that the wretched coolie, if he survived the term of his 
engagement, was not permitted to remain upon the island except 
in the same character. Thus his slavery was indefinitely pro- 
longed until death put an end to his persecution ! 
othing could be more iniquitous than the shuffling and false 
statements of the Portuguese Government whenever the present 
question was brought before them by our Colonial-office. At 
length, however, a Portuguese merchant of Macao, Senhor B. S. 
Fernandes, was appointed to the office of Superintendent of 
Emigration, and his report, published in 1868, is replete with 
admissions of the corrupt manner in which the so-called “ con- 
tract emigation” was carried out. Senhor Fernandes pointed out 
that the only two alternatives he perceived were to prohibit 
Chinese emigration 77 toto, in order to avoid the crimes of the 
brokers, or to place the emigration system under a new code, 
simple, clear, and forcible, and conceived in such a manner a3 
to induce the brokers to be more honest for their own sake, 

The report closes with the request that Seuhor Fernandes might 
be relieved of his painful appointment. This was granted ; but 
his outspoken statements had placed so far beyond questing the 
practice of the abuses which had been ever denied by the Macao 
officials that it was impossible for the Government of Portugal 
to delay some apology for remedial measures. In 1868 a new 
Governor, Vice-Admiral Sergio da Souza, was sent out, with 
special instructions to deal with the subject. The new Governor 
was undoubtedly in earnest, and he promulgated a new code of 
regulations intended to multiply the checks on the kidnappers of 
Chu-teas_- Piggy” — and to make the miserable chuchaiteiro 
“honest for his own sake ;” but the fundamental evils of the trade 
were too deeply rooted to be overthrown by mere half measures, 
After having been in force for two years, the regulations of 
Admiral Souza were proved to be futile by crimes and horrors 
such as came to lightin connection with the seizure of the Nouvelle 
Pénélope on her voyage from Macao to Peru. 

We need not dwell upon incidents which were fully reported 
in this journal, and must be fresh in the minds of our readers, 
Having traced the coolie trade down to the condition at the present 
moment, it is humiliating to find this sinister reflection on Euro- 
peans in China the on!y modification introduced in the Chinese code 
owing to the altered state of foreign relations with that vo untry. 
Trade has multiplied a thousand fold ; the intercourse of foreigners 
with all parts of the Empire has passed from a state of complete 
restriction to almost abenluts freedom ; the usages of European 
diplomacy, and the methods of Europese administration intro- 
duced ; but not a line has been added to, or expunged from, the 
G sinese Statute Book, except in the case of this enactment, which - 
imposes on all “ foreigners” the stigma of employing agents of the 
basest nature to execute their heartless designs. The reproach 
lies with Portugal. The atrocities practised at Macao keepalive 
in Chinese minds a erent abhorrence of all things foreign— 
under which we, as well as others, must innocently suffer. If 
diplomacy should fail much longer to induce the Government of 
Portugal to apply the only certain remedy—abolition—it will be 
impossible that Baropead Powers should not support the Chinese 
Government in measures which it may sooner or later see fit to 
institute for regaining its authority over the Peninsula. Such a 
step—however objectionable on certain grounds—affords at pre- 
sent the only prospect of security against the continuance of the 
slave-trade in diaguise,

THE MACAO COOLIE TRADE. 

OFFICIAL correspondence on this subject has just been 
laid before Parliament. It having been represented to the 
British Government that foreign vessels engaged in the ship- 
ment of Coolies from Macao were equip or furnished 
with stores in Hong Kong, the Earl of KIMBERLEY wrote 
to the Governor of that colony, Sir A. KENNEDY, with the 
view of putting an end to the practice. Lord KIMBERLEY 
drew the Governor's attention to the “Kidnapping Act ” 
of 1872, for the offences specified in that section (if com- 
mitted within the territorial jurisdiction of our colonies in 
Australia), and requested him to consider whether the pu- 
nishments there provided might not be advantageously ex- 
tended to Hong Kong. Her Masesty’s Government had 
been repeatedly compelled to remonstrate with the Portu- 
guese Government on the subject of this traffic, and cannot 
permit that there should be even the shadow of a justifica- 
tion for any such imputation as that British subjects in 
Hong Kong partake in and profit by a trade which the 
QUEEN’s Government deplores and protests against. If, in 
the opinion of the Governor and Mr. Justice SMALE, the 
Kidnapping Act could be applied ten ee eed to Hong 
Kong, ord KIMBERLEY requested the draft of an ordinance 
for that purpose, and accordingly, in April last, Sir A. KEN- 
NEDY announced that such an ordinance had been passed, and 
he hoped it would effectually stop the practices complained 
of. Much of the correspondence in the present Blue-book 
relates to the case of the Fatchoy, a steamer sailing under 
the Spanish flag, but alleged to belong to German owners. 
This ship, formerly the Vizen (British), was sold at Hong 
Kong in 1872, and placed under the German e The 
purchasers, Messrs. PAUL EHLERS and Co., had her then put 
under the Spanish flag by nominal transfer to a Spaniard. 
We gave the details of this affair last April The subject 
has been brought under the notice of the German Govern- 
ment by our Minister at Berlin, and Sir A. KENNEDY says 
that it will be impossible for such a case to occur again, 80 
far as Hong Kong is concerned. 


Tue departure of the Japanese Ambassadors from Geneva 
has been delayed, owing to the fact, it is stated, of negotia- 
tions having been opened for a Commercial Treaty between 
Japan and Switzerland. On the 10th inst. a splendid 
dinner was given in honour of the Japanese Ambassadors 
at the Hotel Byron, near the Castle of Chillon. The 
Councillors of State for Geneva and Vaud, the municipali- 
ties of Geneva, Lausanne, Vevey, and Villeneuve, and the 
English, French, Italian, German, Austrian, and Dutch 
Consuls were present. The company returned to Geneva 
on the following evening, when a display of fireworks took 

lace on the lake. It is still a matter of doubt whether the 
Fiesty will visit Lisbon before proceeding to Marseilles 
to embark for Japan. 


Tue Reuter’s telegram which reported that the Audience 
Question had been conceded by the Emperor of CHINA has 
been officially confirmed, Earl GRANVILLE having stated 
in the House of Lords that he had received ie Hasse in- 
formation that the Ambassadors of Foreign Powers in 
China would be received by the Emperor on conditions 
which satisfied themselves. The Government have, how- 
ever, no information with regard to the terms of the con- 
ditions which have been agreed to. 


JAPANESE DIPLOMATIC MISSIONS TO AMERICA 
AND EUROPE 

As the Japanese Embassy is on the eve of departire 
from the shores of Europe to Japan it is a fitting occasion 
to cast a retrospective glance over the Diplomatic Missions 
which have been accredited to the Western Treaty Powers. 
In this category we shall not include any of the numerous 
pore who have from time to time travelled through the 

nited States, Great Britain, and the Continent, to acquire 
a knowledge of Western civilisation and its institutions, or 
the native diplomatists accredited as resident Envoys and 
Consuls to the principal foreign States. These subsidiary 
Missions sent abroad have freduently been erroneously 
represented as ‘‘ Embassies from Japan,” and their chief 
members dignified by the highest diplomatio titles, whereas 
they were simply emissaries, many of them ometskys, sent 
to spy the lands of the “outer barbarians.” Not only 
were the members of these “parties” of the su 
Shiogoon’s Government treated as Ambassadors cd igh 
Commissioners at Washington and several of the European 
Courts as diplomatic dignitaries, but there were others sent 
by the great Daimios of Satsuma, Nangato, and Tosa, for 
the purpose of purchasing arms and munitions of war, 
who were likewise received as high-class Government fanc- 
tionaries, most of the head men being designated “ princes.” 
It is now time that these erroneous impressions be cleared 
away, and out of the chaff select those grains that were 
substantial diplomatic seeds sown abroad to take political 
root. Even here, among the early Missions, there were 
elements of a spurious ter, inasmuch as the Shio- . 
goon, who accredited the chief members to the President 
of the United States, and the Sovereigns of Europe, 
was not the Supreme Ruler in Japan, to do so Nogitimistely | 
that could only have been done by the hereditary monarch, 
the Mikado. It is true that while in power, at the head 
of the Imperial army, a Shiogoon was de facto ruler of Japan, 
and he was acknowledged as such by Foreign Powers de- 
signating him in theirdespatches “His Majesty the Tycoon;” 
but he was not the sovereign de jure, who alone could accredit 
an Embassy to a foreign State, and that was the late Mikado, 
whose signature was studiously withheld. Looked at in this 
light the three diplomatic missions sent to America and 
Europe by the Shiogoons were irregular embassies ; bat 
their negotiations, which led to alterations of the Treaties, 
were rendered legitimate by the present Mikado—reigning 
under the title of MursHTo—ratifying them. But the only 
genuine Embassy, and the only fully accredited Ambassador, 
are IWAKURA and his colleagues, who are now returning to 
render an.account of their arduous and prolonged mission 
cron on the Western hemisphere, With these prefatory 
remarks we shall now proceed to give a brief account of - 
each mission, their objects, and what political or commer- 
cial concessions they secured from the high-vdntracting 
parties, 

Previous to the Treaties of Yedo concluded by Great 
Britain, France, and the United States in 1858, and ratified 
in the year following, the Japanese saw no necessity to send 
diplomatic missions to the Treaty Powers (f America, 
Prussia, and the Netherlands, as the treaties entered ‘into 
with Commodore Perry, Admiral PouTIATINE, and the old 
Dutch Envoys, were comparatively harmless in disturbing 
the ancient exclusive policy of the Government, and they 
hoped soon to render the residence of the hated Christian 
foreigners so irksome and unprofitable that they would aban- 
don the country, leaving again in its isolation, with nothing 
but the wretched prison-settlement at Nagasaki, carrying on 
a petty external trade under the old servile Dutch monopoly. 
However, they found that the treaties negotiated by Lord 
Excix, Baron Gros, and Mr. Harris contained clauses of 
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a very different nature, which, if acted on, would soon break 
down their barriers of exclusiveness. As long as the 
stiptaations of opening up certain ports were only on paper, 
pending their practical occupation by foreign traders and 
resident diplomatists, there was not much to fear; but 
when these came in large numbers on the exact day of 
Speninis, Deere by armed squadrons of steamships, anchor- 
ing in Yedo Bay, threatening, as it were, the Shiogoon’s 
capital, the Government become alarmed, and they deemed 
it a prudent and wise thing to send diplomatic Missions to 
the Powers with whom they had ratified treaties. care 

President FituMore, having entered into the first Treaty 
with a Shiogoon of Japan, through his Envoy, Commodore 
PERRY, in 1854, opening the porta of Simoda and Hako- 
dadi, besides Nagasaki, to a more liberal foreign inter- 
course, and dia Continent of North America being con- 
tiguous, as it were, to “The Land of the Rising Sun,” it 
was natural that the first Japanese Mission should be sent 
to Washington. On this desire being communicated to 
the American Commodore, he at once acceded. to the 
request of the Governors of the new Deparment for 
conducting Foreign Affairs, to place at their disposal one 
of the United States frigates to convey the Envoys and 
their suite to San Francisco, en route for Washington, vid 
Panama. Considerable delay was occasioned by the ar- 
rangements as to the members of the Mission and their 
assistants necessary to support the dignity of their august 
master abroad. 

While the members of the first Mission were attempting 
to negotiate pacific measurés with the Government of the 
United Stateson behalf of the youthful Shiogoon, MINAMOTO 
TyvgMoucl, then sixteen years of age, the Daimios and their 
armed retainers inimical to the policy of the Gorojio, or 
Council of his administration, were concocting assassinations, 
and carrying them out to drive the foreigners from their 
shores. The year 1861 will be memorable in the sanguin- 
ary annals of Japan for the murderous attack on the British 
Legation at Yedo, and the assassination of the American 
Secretary of Legation, which caused the representatives of 
Great Britain,. France, Prussia, and Holland to strike their 
national flags, and move for safety to the foreign settlement 
of Yokohama. The Council of State saw now the necessity 
of sending a Mission to Europe, for the purpose of pacifying 
the British Government, regarding the outrages on Her 
MasEsty’s diplomatic officers ; and generally to obtain the 
consent of the Treaty Powers to defer the opening of the 
port of Hiogo, thecity of Osaka, and the “ Inland Sea,” be- 
sides a port to be chosen on the west coast—Nee-e-gata. It 
was stipulated in the Yedo treaties that foreign Consuls 
and merchants would be allowed to reside on specified 
building sites, at the Ist of January, 1863. When the 
subject was broached to the British Minister, Mr. (now Sir 
RUTHERFORD) ALCOCK, he not only concurred in the policy 
of sending a Mission to Europe, but offered free pas- 
sages in one of H.MS. on the station to the Japanese 
Envoys and their suite. Accordingly, Commodore Lord 
Joun Hay placed at his disposal for this purpose the Odin, 
a fine frigate under his command, which was specially 
fitted up for their accommodation. There was a good 
deal of trouble attending the arrangements on board, as the 
main deck and several cabins had to be altered and newly 
furnished, or rather unfurnished, in simple Japanese style ; 
but this simplicity was made up by the large quently of 
luggage, food for their peculiar tastes, with cooking uten- 
sils, which‘ they. brought on board. At first there were 
seventy persons named for passages, but this was deemed 
to be by far too many for a tour through Europe—though 
there were eighty-four in the first mission to America—the 


list was reduced to one-half that number. This comprised 
Ta#ano VorTscHig SHEMOD-zE NOo-Kamt, Envoy Extra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary ; MATSUDAIRA 


IwaMI NO-KAMI, and Krocok Noro No-KaMI, Second and 
Third Ministers Plenipotentiary. The suite consisted of 
thirty-two subordinate officers and servants—secretaries, 
ometksys (spies), doctors, accountants, cooks and barbers. 
After much trouble and delay the whole were got on board, 
and Mr. MACDONALD, a Linguist of the British Legation, 
was appointed the future equerry of the Ministers. The 
Odin took her departure from Yedo Bay, with the Mission 
complete, on the 23rd of January, 1862, with the Japanese 
flag at the fore. A 
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In due course the frigate and its freight arrived in Eng- | 
land, and the Envoy Extraordinary lost no time in present- | 
ing his credentials to Her MasEsty’s Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, Lord RussE.L, who presentea him and 
his colleagues to the QUEEN at a special audience. After 
proiasted discussions, wherein the Japanese statesmen 
showed themselves experts in diplomatic fence, especially 
in a laissez faire policy, they succeeded in obtaining the — 
consent of his lordship, on behalf of H.M.’s Government— 
Lord PALMERSTON, Premier—to delay the opening of the 
city of Osaka, and the ports of Hiogo and Nee-e-gata, from 
Jan., 1863, to Jan., 1868, but only on certain stipulations. 
These were stated in a memorandum signed by the high 
contracting parties conjointly, as follows :—That since Hor 
Majesty's Government were willing to defer the opening 
of the ports, they expected that all other points of the Treaty 
should be strictly executed, and that the Shiogoon and his 
Ministers would specifically abolish and do away with—1. 
All restrictions, whether as regards quantity or price, on 
the sale by Japanese t2 foreigners of all kinds of mer- 
chandise, according to Article XIV. of the Treaty of the 
26th of August, 1858. 2. All restrictions on labour, and 
more particularly on the hire of carpenters, boatmen, boats, ~ 
and coolies, teachers, and servants of whatever denomina- 
tion. 3, All restrictions whereby Daimios are prevented 
from sending their produce to market, and from selling the 
same by their own agents. 4. All restrictions limiting the 
class of persons who shall be allowed to trade with foreign- 
ers at the ports of Yokohama, Nagasaki, and Hakodadi. 
5. All restrictions imposed on free.intercourse of @ social 
kind between foreigners and the people of Japan. These | 
conditions, it was added, were only what the Japanese Go- - 
vernment was already bound to fulfil ; and, if not complied 
with, the concession with regard to the postponement of 
opening the ports for five years would fall to the ground, 
and the British Government would insist upon their being -. 
immediately ‘opened. These provisos were drawn up 
under the supervision of Sir RuTHERFORD ALCocK, who - 
had followed up the Mission to London, at which time he 
received the honour of knighthood from Her MAsgsry for . 
his able diplomatic services in the Far East. The Mission 
then made their Continental tour, visiting in succession the 
Courte at Paris, the Hague, St. Petersburg, and Berlin, 
where the Plenipotentiaries were graciously received by the 
crowned heads of France, Holland, Russia, and Prussia, _ 
whose Ministers with portfoliosfor Foreign Affairs concluded 
conventions on the basis of the British memorandum. 
After concluding these to their satisfaction, the members . 
of the Mission left France by the Messageries Imperiales 
line, arriving in Japan at the end of 1862, having been 
about a year absent. - a 

During 1863 political aftairs became more complicated , 
than ever, through the two powerful Daimios of Satsuma 
and Nangato (CHosiv), being inimical to the Shiogoon’s. - 
policy in monopolising all the monetary advantages accru- 
ing to his Government through the trade at the ports under 
his jurisdiction. Their influence being supreme among the 
Daimios, they managed to get some of their friends inimical 
to foreigners into the Administration, who played an under- © 
hand game, ostensibly friendly to them, but really desirous 
of getting quit of them altogether.- This was abundantly - 
evident at the commencement of 1864, when the Govern- 
ment raised the question with Her Masesty’s Chargés 
d’Affaires, Colonel St. JoHN NEALE—locum tenens during 
Sir R. ALcock’s absence—of closing the port of Yokohama 
to foreign trade. On the 4th of January a conference was 
held on the subject between him, two Vice-Ministers, and | 
four Governors of Foreign Affairs. The Japanese function- 
aries began by stating that a Diplomatic Mission was about 
ta be sent to Europe, for the purpose of inducing the _ 
Treaty Powers to withdraw their representatives and 
subjects from Yokohama, so that the port might be 
closed. They said from the first they considered it only an 
experiment, which had failed, owing to the hostility of the 
people to foreigners, and consequently to the Government. 
The greatest difficulties were thus created ; complications 
were caused by assaults and deeds of violence ; which could 
only be met by shutting the ports of Yokohama, and con- . 
fining foreign trade to the two ports of Nagasaki and Hako- - 
dadi. Having determined on this course the Government 
had resolved on sending an Embassy to the European . 
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Treaty Powera, as their representatives in Japan were not 
empowered to settle such an important question. Colonel 
NEALE observed in reply, that all nations were entitled to 
forward Embassies whenever they chose to do so, but re- 
minded the Japanese Ministers that in the interim it would 
be his duty, and was certainly his intention, to see to the 
performance of all the Treaty obligations. He also hinted 
that if they attempted to stop foreign trade foreigners 


would stop theirs, by using the forces at their command to | Reg: 


revent the interchange of commodities in native craft by 
blockading their porta. 
Notwithstanding this bold stand for Treaty vas ae the 
Government persisted in their intention of despatching the 
mission first to France. All the other Foreign Ministers 
endorsed Colonel N&ALe’s policy ; but there was some hesi- 
tation on the part of the French Envoy, who was influenced 
by home advices to secure special advantages for his coun- 
trymen in Japan. M. DE BELLECOURT, the Minister at 
this time, gave no cause to infer this, but his successor, M. 
LEon ROCHES, soon gave evidence of it by securing large 
army and navy contracts for French contractors, and oppos- 
ing the policy of opens any new ports at all. Be this as 
it may, the third Diplomatic Mission from the Shiogoon 
took its departurefrom Yokohama in hisImperial MasEsty’s 
ship Monge, on the 6th of February, 1864. This comprised 
the Envoy Extraordinary and the Minister Plenipotentiary, 
Oxuso Rounco no-KaMl, late Governor of Nagasaki ; the 
second Minister Plenipotentiary, Iktca TsiKUGA No-KAMI, 


and AWA-TO-HAUTARO, as Omitsky, or official spy over their | by 


actions, with a suite of thirty-four secretaries and attend- 
ants, similar to those in the other missions. The French 
frigate conveyed the party only as far as Shanghai, where 
they took passage in one of the M ries Imperiales mail 
steamers, and in due time were landed at Marseilles. From 
thence they went to Paris, and were put up at an hotel in 
grand style. 

At this time the Straits of Simonoseki were closed to 
foreign traffic by the Daimio CHostu, whose feudal terri- 
tory of Nangato included the small peninsula forming the 
northern shore of that narrow channel. He had strengthened 
his batteries with such heavy guns that he thought he 
could destroy a squadron of first-rate ships of war. He 
fired on one Dutch man-of-war and several trading steamers 
under foreign flags, so that the Ministers and Admirals of 
the allied fleet resolved on bombarding the fortifications 
and stronghold of this brave but recalcitrant Daimio. The 
spring and summer passed over without any action being 
taken, pone which attempts were made to negotiate with 
him on pacific terms ; but all to no p ; he held the 
foreign forces in defiance. Autumn set in, when the plans 
of the allied admirals were matured to take coercive mea- 
sures. About the middle of August the men-of-war in Yoko- 
hama harbour comprised fifteen British, three French, four 
Dutch, and one American, with about eight thousand men 
of all arms on board, including twelve hundred infantry. 
When this formidable expedition—such has had never been 
seen before in Japan—was ready to start for Simonoseki, 
the P. and O. mail steamer Ganges came in with—to the 
surprise of everyone—the members of the Diplomatic Mis- 
sion to Euro It transpired that they had been received 
in state by the Emperor NaPoLEoN, the Empress EUGENIE, 
and the Imperial Prince. At interviews .with the 
Minister holding the Foreign Portfolio, a convention was 
negotiated that the Straits of Simonoseki would be 
opened in three months after the return of the Mis- 
sion. Immediately afterwards they received letters of 
recall from the Shiogoon’s Government, which was peremp- 
tory, and they made a hurried departure to Japan. 
On receipt of this important intelligence the respective 
Admirals were communicated with, and all orders issued 
for proceeding to sea were countermanded, and H.M.S. 
Cormorant was despatched to Shanghai to stop the coal 
ships, which was done. However, the whole tide of affairs 
turned after the Envoys had reported to the Government 
what they had done in France, The incensed functionaries 
repudiated the acts of the Plenipotentiaries to the French 
Minister, informing him that they had exceeded their in- 
structions, and were ordered to perform self-destruction by 
hart-kari. On this M. Leon RocueEs said, if such were car- 
Tied into effect, France would consider it a declaration of 
war ; which it was supposed had the desired effect of saving 
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the lives of the unlucky Envoys, although they were de- 

ed from their rank. No other alternative was now | 
eft for the allies but to carry out promptly their plax/of 
coercive measures ; which was done in hombarding Simo- . 
noseki—an event well-known to our readers. Then came © 
the revolution’ and overthrow of the Shiogoon, with the _, 
abrogation of his ancient powers, and the re-instatement of 
the present Mikado as supreme hereditary ruler of Japan.

OUR POSITION IN CHINA 
_ The following observations are extracted from an article 
in the Spectator, having reference to the successful attack of 
the Russian troops upon Khiva :— 

The grand fact made evident by the conquest of Khiva, now officially 
ascertamed, is the weakness, moral and physical, of the soldiery of 
Central Asia. With their flight before inferior foes expires s - 
tion which has lasted down from the siege of Vienna in 1529, the belief 
that at some always receding point in Central Asia there would be found 
an army capable of defeating Europeans. So far as we can judge from 
the accounts as yet published, there is nothing except the danger of 
differences with Gagan to prevent General Kaufmann from annexing 
all Central Asia, and holding it as safely as the Governor-General of 
Tobolsk holds Siberia. The Euro are rulers of the Steppe : 
Road, they are masters of the spell which fetters the desert, t! . 
artesian well, and if Russia is resolute to maintain her possession, — 
the route from the Caspian to Khiva can never be closed again except 
war, and the Czar will be obeyed by all chiefs from the 
Polar sea to the frontier of Afghanistan. No power can hinder him 
except England, and England only by direct alliance with the Shah, or 
direct force applied through the Shah's dominions, A few score wells 
sunk, and his Cossacks may ride whither they will. It is a 
though an explicable c which has passed over these tribes, and in- 
deed all Asiatic sovereignties, and it is difficult to resist the temptation 
of speculenng whether it will be permanent. Are Russia and England 
——allied perhaps with Holland, which has a very distinct function to 
perform in Asia, and has just telegraphed that she means to goon 
performing it—really to mould these populations for centuries to come, 
absorbing their wealth, abolishing thar politics, and training their 
people ? or is the spell laid on these vast multitudes one which can be 
removed? As yet the answer is in the negative, for no attempt 
could be more desperately made to shake the West off than that 
which is called the Mutiny, and none could have been more 
thoroughly suppressed. But Europe, nevertheless, has only a 
moral hold on Asia, which is daily” losing its force. We can- 
not hejp an uneasy feeling that the moral yoke is giving way; 
that the East is reckoning with its difficulties, or as it says, ite 
enemies ; that it is beginning to feel that if it knew the truth strength 
might come to it. That clearly is the motive of the Shah's visit to 
Europe, and though he may go back overwhelmed with the signs of 
power he sees around him, that was not the effect of England on 
Azimoolah, the Cawnpore murderer, and we are told is not the effect of 
recent conflicts on the rulers of China. They are arming inthe Western 
fushion, are mounting, it is stated, steel cannon on the forts of Tientain, 
are importing rifles, and are disciplining their troops to strict European 
obedience under regular officers. Their people in San Francisco, who 
have been insulted, tortured, and plundered for months, seem suddenly 
to have been emboldened by hea fs from the East, and in an extremely 
clever remonstrance have warned the municipality that if the Americans 
will not keep the Treaty neither will the Chinese ; that the Treaty will 
be abolished, and each side allowed to do as it pleases, a remark we re- 
commend to the consideration of American merchants in Shanghai. 
They may not like to be put in prison in heaps every day for 
nothing, and forcibly shaven besides. We do not wish to believe 
do not believe half the stories repeated by the alarmists ; but it is quite 
clear, from the sudden and tremendous defeat of the Chinese Moham- 
medans in Yunan, a defeat which seems to involve the stamping-out 
of their power, that some new force, it may be only a new General, 
but it may also be a new army, has accrued to the Chinese Govern- 
ment. What if that Government provided itself with new and heavy 
guns, light steel batteries, a good Nenest cavalry, and infantry without 
numbers, all taught, as it is quite clear Chinese can be taught, to die 
steadily in their ranks ! Our own coolie corps did that: Could E 
with its vast distances to croas, again hope to enter Peking? 
Anamese might readily draw similar help from within China ; and as 
to India, nothing can prevent the entry, if not of great guns, at least 
of rifles and repeating carbines and revolvers. Lord Napier would have 
a pleasant chase after Hyder Ali and 50,000 horsemen armed and drilled 
to use repeating carbines. Even as it is, the people of the K e 
may be taught by some exile the secret of their Proper warfare, the 
of cavalry to harass and desolate, but not to fight, and may import 
weapons, particularly revolvers, through the Gulf. There is an ugly 
little sentence in the Russian official account that the Khan and his - 
cavalry, “over-persuaded by the war-party,” have rushed into the de- 
sert. One real defeat of the Europeans would enlighten all Asia, and 
Asia can wait long and quietly for her news. She is now nearly subju- 
gated, and we do not doubt will remain so fora time ; but there may 
be terrible struggles yet, struggles so fierce that the curious federation 
of Europe which now governs Shanghai may be called into existence to 
keep Asia down till her education is complete. The thorough extinc- 
tion of the white man in China would call Europe to very different 
work than its present one of squabbling whether dead dynasties are 


corpses or sacred mummies, 
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RAILWAYS IN CHINA. 

Another movement has been organised under influential aus- 
pices for establi-hing a railway system in China, The supporters 
of the present ‘scheme include the Duke of Sutherland, the 
Marquis of Westminster, the Marquis of Salisbury, Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock, and other noblemen and gentlemen, and it is pro- 
posed that a short line of railway with rolling-stock and all ac- 
cessories should be constructed for presentation to the Emperor 
of China, with the object of obtaining his sanction to the estab- 
lishment of a complete railway system throughout the country. 
This idea originated with Mr. Rapier, of the firm of Ransomes 
and Rapier, the well-known engineers, who forwarded the sub- 
joined circular to the provincial Chambers of Commerce :— 


The visit of the Shah of Persia to this country will probably lead to 
an increased interest on our part in Oriental matters. The present, 
therefore, appears to be a favourable time to announce a project having 
reference to China. 


The Emperor of China is not likely to come to Europe to see Rail- 
ways, 80 it is proposed to tuke the railway to him. That the Chinese 
will at some time commence making railways in much the same way as 
other distant countries are now dvuing is scarcely to be doubted. at 
time, however, might be very much accelerated by first of all putting the 
Chinese in the way of making a beginning with their railways themselves, 
Very many of the Chinese are already warmly in favour of railways, 
and it is believed that if the railway itself were brought within reach of 
the personal knowledge of the Emperor and his Court, the present 
hesitation (and whatever there may be left of opposition) would soon 
give place to an enthusiastic desire for railway travelling. In order to 
afford them the opportunity of such personal knowledge, it would be 
necessary to send two small locomotives, two or three saloon carsinges, 
a few miles of light rails, and the necessary Engineering Staff. 

The following is the estimated expense :— 


Engines, carriages, sleepers and rails ... ... £20,000 
Engineers and staff... ace 15,000 
Sundry expenses 5,000 
Contingencies 10,000 

‘£50,000 


Thus the whole expense would be about £50,000, and if to this we add 
£10,000 for other objects of interest and value the total amount would 
be £60,000. 


The plan would be in the first place to propose to pnt down in some 
convenient spot only a mile or two (as a circular railway or otherwise), 
and such experimental piece of line might be fullowed by such additions 
as circumstances might indicate. It would probably he well to send 
sufficient rails for ten or twelve miles, the expectation being, that when 
the Chinese Government had once a sufficient journey to experience 
the difference between railway travelling and their present limited 
means of locomotion they would soon have all the rails laid down and 
would send for more. Possibly svon after that the Chinese Govern- 
ment might make a beginning with their long talked of line from 
Peking to Tientsin. The present time is peculiarly favourable. The 
Emperor has lately married, and although we are rather late in sending 
our wedding present, it could yet be offered as such. The fitness of tho 
present would be admirable, being in fact a specimen of that which we 
have found to be the most fruitful agent in the development of our 
material prosperity. The estimated expense is £50,000 to £60,000. It 
is surely possible to find five or six hundred persons amongst our public 
men, bankers, merchants, ironmasters, cotton spinners, shipownera and 
manufacturers, who would subscribe an average of £100 cach to for- 
ward so desirable an object as the material development of a great and 
friendly country, having a population which exceeds that of Europe, 
especially when we consider the increased intercourse certain to result. 


The idea of the English people senling spontaneously a magnificent 
present from a specially subscribed fund would come with peculiar 
freshness to the Chinese, and it would probably result in the develop- 
ment of a kindly feeling between the two countries, the result of which 
no powers of calculation could measure. It is proposed to hold a pri- 
vate meeting of iron and steel masters and others most likely to be in- 
terested, and if the proposal is approved, and a good beginning made 
with a subscription list, a preliminary committee will be appointed, and 
private communications sent to leading manufacturers of all kinds, 
asking for subscriptions. If by these means satisfactory progress is 
made, then the Lord Mayor would call a public meeting to make a 
national thing of it, and the Mayors of the large manufacturing towns 
would probably also co-operate. All promises of subscription would be 
conditional on a sufficient total sum being subscribed, and immediately 
upon a sufficient sum being promised, an Address to the Emperor 
would have to be sent out by a special agent to secure the acceptance 
of the gift before any considerable expense is incurred. The address 
would have to be pragented through the English Ambassador at Peking, 
and might be ornamkated with the corporate seals of the chief towns ; 
this would interest the Chinese very much. : . 


With the view of carrying out these proposals, a meeting was | 


held on the 9th inst. at Stafford House, the residence of the 
Duke of Sutherland, when it was announced that the amount 
necessary for the establishment of the experimental line which 
it is propos to construct, £60,000, had been privately sub- 
scribed ; and, therefore, no subscription list was opened.

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The of Board of Trade Returns for June have been issued. 
The declared and estimated value of foreign and colonial mer- 
chandise imported during the month is £30,146,919, against 
£29,827,102 in the correspouding month of 1572, and £26,737,262 
in 1871. In the six months the figures stand, at 1871, 
£157,143,836 ; 1872, £175,641,305 ; and 1873, £181,747,787. 
The increase in the imports is chiefly due to what are generally 
described as breadstufls. The exports of British and Irish pro- 
duce for the month of June are valued at £19,460,083, against 
£2,223,621 in the corresponding month of last year, and 
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£19,512,845 in 1871. For the six months the figures stand at, 


in 1871, £103,700,772; 1872, £119,603,894; and 1873, 
£125,786,557. In the quantities of almost all other leading 


articles of manufacture and export there isa falling off. In 
cotton yarn the diminution is from 17,485,0001bs. to 14,929,000Ibs. ; 
cotton piece goods, from 270,004,000 yards to 253,343,000 yards ; 
woollen yarn, from 2,444,000 Ibs, to 2,230,000 Ibs. ; woollen cloths, 
from 3,026,000 yards to 2,906,000 yards; worsted stuffs, from 
26,804,000 yards to 17,124,000 yards; linen piece goods, from 
16,678,000 yards to 14,675,000 yards; and jute yarn, from 
974,000 Ibs. to 827,000 Ibs. In linen yarn and jute manufactures 
there is, however, a moderate increase. The return is altogether 
the most unsatisfactory which has appeared for a long period, 
although the returns during the last few months have not been 
of a satisfactory kind.

The Company has been formed with the principal object of purchasing and develop- 
ing the well-known mining property of Rio Tinto, in the south of Spain, containing the 
richest and most important of all the great mineral deposits which extend from Seville 
to beyond the mines of Santo Domingy in Portugal, The property is trevhold in per- 
petuity, and contains 4,710 English acres in one connected tract, embracing nearly the 
whole of the town of Rio Tinto.
